sh Ree Family Perish in 


Flames 


Terrible Tragedy Near 
Strathmore 


_ The most appalling tragedy that 
has ever taken place in the history 
of Strathmore district took place on 
Thursday morning between five and 
six o'clock, when Mr William S. 
Gillingwater, head clerk of the 
Strathmere offices of the Canadian 
Pacific Irrigation Department, with 
his wife and young iufant, were 
burnt to death when their house 


took fire. The dwelling, which 
was a pretty bungalow about 
24 feet square, was completely 


burnt to the ground. 

Tie fire must have grown with 
amazing rapidity, for the body of 
Mrs Gillingwater was found in bed 
as if she had never wakened up, and 
the child in its cot, while the charr- 
ed remains of Mr Gillingwater were 
found half-way from the bedroom 
to the outer door. He had evident- 
ly wakened up to the danger when 
it was too late. All that is left of him 
isa few charred bones. The remains 
of his wite and baby, while also bad- 
ly burnt, have been protected some- 
what by the blankets and the swad- 
ling clothes that surrounded the 
baby. 

Even their pet house dog had not 
time to escape, its body being found 
in another part of the ruins. 

At five a.m. when some emp'oyees 
of the Demonstration Farm passed 
the house, which is about one-and-a- 
half miles north west of Strathmere, 
there was no evidence of anything 
unusual, At six o'clock, however, 
Mr Frank Harriman, whose farm 
is located about a quarter of a mile 
east, noticed the flames and smoke, 
and went over there, but by that 
time the flames were burning fiercely 
and nothing could be done to check 
their progress. Others including 
Mr Gillingwater’s younger brother 
who is employed on the farm of Mr 
J. Love, half-a-mile east, hurried 
to the scene, but in a short time the 
whole structure was completely 
razed to the ground. 

Shortly after nine o'clock Dr 
Coulter, locum tenens for Dr Girvin, 
Constable Smith, and a number 
of locel people and officials from 
the C.P.R. headquarters, arrived, 
and the remains were taken out of 
the ruins, laid reverently aside, and 
covered, 

At the spot where what was left 
of Mr Gillingwater was found 
diligent search was made, but no 
remnants of wearing apparel, boots, 
or snspenders were found. The 
body of Mrs Gillingwater was still 
lying on the wires ot the bedframe, 
and the child’s body close by. An oil 
heater was lying at the foot of the 
bed. 

A sum of money estimated to be 
about $1000 in notes and coinage 
was found later in the day in a metal 
box. 

Any conjecture as to the cause of 
the fire must naturally be entirely 
theoretical, but the one most 
ge.erally advanced is that the stove 
has been lit to heat some food for 
the baby, and that it had overturn- 
ed or exploded. It had been 
thought that Mr Gillingwater had 
gone out to look after the horses, 
and found the house in flames on 
his return, but the absence of any 
buttons or other metal parts of 
wearing apparel or boots would 
seem to disprove this. Again it 
would seem that his natural course 
would have been, to get through the 
window of the bedroom to rescue 
his wife and child, rather than by 
the door, which is on the other side 
of the house. The kitchen stove is 
some distance away fromthe bed- 
room, and if the fire had sturted 
therejit would have given them suffi- 
cient warning to get out, and the

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Harvesting Commenced! 


BARLEY CUT TUESDAY 


The first actual grain cutting 
in this district commenced on Tues- 
day, Auguft 5, when Mr Frank 
Harriman, living a little over a 
mile north of Strathmore, commenc- 
ed cutting a field of barley. 

Cutting on a number of fields of 
barley throughout the district is 
commencing, and would have been 
in full blast by the middle of this 
week, if it had not been for the 
rainstorm on Wednesday. 

The weather up till Wednesday 
had been very warm and sunny, 
and grain has been turning rapidly, 
and it is reported that there is a 
considerable amount of — spring 
wheat throughout the district that 
is almost ripe. 

Wednesday's storm was not of 
long duration, and if more rain 
does not fall it will not delay cut- 
ting more than a day or so. It will 
also help to fill cut the heads of 
the grain. 

There was some hail in Wednes- 
day’s storm, but not enough to 
do damage worth considering. At 
any rate, no report of damage has 
been received. The day previous, 
however, a storm in Keoma district

This storm passed through Calgary, 
but never touched Strathmore at 
all. 

By the end of next week, with 
favourable weather, it is expected!

first frost, which is not looked for 
before the 27th at any rate.

In a recent bulletin published by 
the dairy department of the Univer- 


thick at the bilge and her keelson is 
a solid teak baulk of tremendous 
thickness, with sister keelsons little 
less massive. 

Broken only by an occasional con- 
flict with a pir.te craft, the Success 
had an honored life on the ocean un- 
til 1802 when she was first chartered 
by the British government to trans 
port to Australia the overflow of the 
home jails. 

The human cargoes on these convict 
ships died off like sheep during the 
long journeys. 

Engaged in this hideous trade the 
Success continued to serve until 1851, 
in which year she was permanently 
stationed as a receiving prison in Hob- 
son's Bay, Australia. 

The corner cells on either side of 
the lower deck are the dreaded black 
holes, in which prisoners who had 
been guilty of some breach of dis- 
cipline were punished by solitary 
confinement lasting from one to a 
Lundred days. 

These small and tavering torture 
chambers measure only two feet eight 
inches across 

In 1857 the disclosure that had 
treatmend meted out to prisoners re- 
sulted in the abandonment of the 
hulk system, 

For some years later—from 1860 to 
1867—the Success was used as a Wo- 
men’s prison. Later all the prison 
hulks were ordered to be solu on the 
express condition that they were to 
1 broken up. 

By a clerical error, however, that 
condition did not appear upon the 
terms of the sale of the Success, 
hence she became the only British 
convict ship «afloat.

Horse-Raiging Experiment 

An experiment in the raising of 
‘horses is now being made in the Yu- 
|kon territory about 175 miles west of 
White Horse. Owing to the abund- 
lance of fine lands available for pas-
